The city and 
coast are alive with strangers, and more 
coming; besides there are thousarjds of 
our own people who would be induced 
to invest more extensively in improve- 
ments anil real estate, were the grand 
fact of the inc-rease of our prosperity 
definitely set forth at this time. It U 
too long to wait till 1880 for the promul- 
gating of these facts in official form, and 
so let the Conncil give the matter serious 
consideration. If it will give us n United 
States letter carrier system this year, 
that alone would justify the compara- 
tively trifling expenditure.

Tho press of this great Auieiicau 


country is a power for good or evil, and 
we cannot hut be particularly struck 
with the amount of easy virtue displayed 
in the comnurcial columns of the aver- 
age California journals. When we speak 
of tho commercial columns, it may ns 
well be said that tho term will apply to 
the editorial no less than the so-rolled 
advertising side of the .sheet. 
There 


may be exceptions to tho rule, but it is 
scarcely necessary to bother about point- 
ing them ont. A grievous fault of our 
leadinc; and most virtuous press through- 
out the land is its style of printing most 
any spscies of quackery under tho head 
of "advertisements," but too of ten there 
is editorial aid to sehcmes that are sim- 
ply bare-faced swindles. 
In new coun- 


tries, like ours, there is no sort of scheme 
so easily worked up and placed in tho 
market as that under the name of real 
estate. The idea of realty carries with it 
an air of certainty that generally attracts 
(he serious attention of the most unwary. 
In plating a bonanza or wild-cat mining 
scheme in the market, only the most 
•peculativc portion of the community is 
expected to be caught. It is rarely that a 
real estate scheme is so mythical as to 
have no foundation in fact; no solid basis 
to stand on, however magnificent the dis- 
tance from market. In other words, the 
purchaser of a lot at metropolitan prices 
in a distant sheep-ranch, is better off in 
the end than ho who buys a share of 
stock iu a wild-cat quart* ledge; the 
former property can hardly ever be any- 
thing worse than n sheep pasture, at 
least. The Pacific coast, however, is 
strewn with the wrecks of promising 
"commercial centers," no less than min- 
ing towns, and the end is not yet. The 
"homestead" era of this section of Cali- 
fornia caused the rain of thousands for 
the time being, no less than the eras of 
wild-cat mines. On the whole, however, 
real estate in the vicinity of the Golden 
Gate has found a solid level as to money 
value, nnd it is a safe investment at the 
market prices. But still there is an oc- 
casional attempt to repeat tho history of 
George Francis Train right under our 
nose, and with the editorial sanction anil 
assistance of our so-called leading pret *. 
So bold and unblushing are these wild- 
cat operators in various ways, that even 
the Emperor Norton dare not proclaim 
agdiiist them. So sensitive of tho rot-
